Preamble  Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  establishment  and 
incorporation  of  an  Open  University  in  the  State  of  Assam  for  the 
introduction  and  promotion  of  Open  University  and  distance 
education  systems  in  the  educational  pattern  of  the  State  and  for 
matter  connected  therewith  or  incidental  thereto. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  in  the  Fifty-sixth  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India 
as  follows:

(5)  The  University  shall  be  competent  to  acquire  and  hold 
property  both  movable  and  immovable  and  to  lease,  sell 
or  otherwise  transfer  any  movable  or  immovable  property 
which  may  have  become  vested  in  or  been  acquired  by  it 
for  the  purposes  of  the  University  and  to  contract  and  to 
do  all  other  things  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  this  Act. 

(6)  In  all  suits  and  other  legal  proceedings  by  or  against  the 
University,  the  pleadings  shall  be  signed  and  verified  by 
and  all  processes  in  such  suit  and  proceedings  shall  be 
issued  to  and  be  served  on  the  Registrar.

(xxviii)  to  do,  all  such  acts  as  may  be  necessary  or  incidental  to 
the  exercise  of  all  or  any  of  the  powers  of  the  University 
as  are  necessary  and  conducive  to  the  promotion  of  all 
or  any  of  the  objects  of  the  University. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  any  other  law  for  the 
time  being  in  force  but  without  prejudice  to  the  provisions 
of  sub-section  (1),  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  University  to 
take  all  such  steps  as  it  may  benefit  for  the  promotion  of 
Open  University  and  distance  education  system  and  for  the 
determination  of  standards  of  teaching,  evaluation  and 
research  in  such  system  and  for  the  purpose  of  performing 
this  function  the  University  shall  have  such  powers, 
including  the  power  to  allocate  and  disburse  grants  to 
Colleges,  whether  admitted  to  its  privileges  or  not  or  to  any 
other  University  or  institution  of  learning  as  may  be 
specified  by  the  Statutes. 

6.  (1)  The  University  shall  be  open  to  persons  of  either  sex  and 
of  whatever  race,  creed,  caste  or  class,  and  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  for  the  University  to  adopt  or  impose  on  any 
person  any  test  whatsoever  of  religious  belief  or 
profession  in  order  to  entitle  him  to  be  appointed  as  a 
teacher  of  the  University  or  to  hold  any  other  office 
therein  or  admitted  as  a student  in  the  University  or  to 
graduate  there  at  or  to  enjoy  or  exercise  any  privilege
